Two key administrative 

positions with the City of 
Torrance may be eliminated 
in current reshuffling of 
jobs during budget work 
sessions.

A strong possibility ex­ 
ists that the positions of 
senior administrative assis­ 
tant and assistant director 
of public works may be de­ 
leted from the city's roster.

Present acting city mana­ 
ger John Bramhall, who 
holds the first of the two 
positions on a permanent 
basis, might thus find him­ 
self without a post when 
the new city manager is

hired.
Council could choose to 

retain him as city manager 
or, possibly, appoint him to 
the assistant city manager's 
post, vacant since Chapman 
Bone resigned last month 
to take over as city admini­ 
strator of La Mirada.

Second position reported 

due for erasure is presently 
held by Douglas Horlander, 
who was involved in widely 
publicized differences of 
opinion with hisdetnosoent 
opinion with his depart­ 
ment head. Wade Peebles, 
last month, might have 
more difficulty finding a

vacant position in the city's 
service.

Although protected, to a 
.certain extent, by civil serv­ 
ice regulations, elimination 
of his job could force him 
out of the city's service.

Other job changes sug­
